PREFACE. 


Te intent of the following work is to give faithful repreſentations 
of the whole of the Britiſb Birds, by Drawings from original ſpe- 
cimens. I mean alfo to add thoſe of their Egęr; which I have been 
enabled to do, from the collection formerly in the poſſeſſion of that 
| diſtinguiſhed Patroneſs of Natural Hiſtory, the late Dutcheſs Dowager 
of Portland; and which was generally allowed to contain the greateſt 
number of ſpecies of the Eggs of tbe Britiſh Birds, in any cabinet extant. I 
have alſo procured many rare ſpecimens, which were not in Her Grace's 
collection; and, on the whole, I flatter myſelf I ſhall be able to render 
this branch of Natural Hiſtory nearly complete. 


The figures of theſe will be drawn of the natural ſtze, as alſo thoſe of 
the Birds, where the paper will admit; but, where 1 am under the 
neceſſity of giving a reduced figure, I truſt that it will be of leſs con- 
ſequence, as the ſize, length, weight, or other particulars, relative to 
each ſpecies, will be deſcribed on the * Page. 


In general, the Male Birds will be figured, except when any riking 
difference appears in the plumage of the ſexes, in which caſe, drawings 


of both will be given; and, leſt ſome of my readers might eſteem

Both theſe Gentlemen have my 
ſincere thanks for their kindneſs, particularly the former, from whoſe 
ſuperior knowledge, in this branch of Natural Hiſtory, I have derived 
great and uſeful information. I have alſo much obligation to Mr. Pennants 
fo well known for his many and diftinguiſhed literary productions, as 
well as to ſeveral others of my friends for their many kind communica- 


tions, and which have bern of grent alliftance t9 ans in the courſe of this 
work. 


Many Gentlemen have expreſſed their concern, and indeed their diſ- 
approbation, at my confining the number of ſubſcribers to ſixty ; but 
when it is known, that the whole of the drawings are executed ſolely by 
the hand, without the aſſiſtance of copper-plates, and conſidered, that 
their number will amount to more than twenty thouſand, and which 1 


have undertaken to deliver in leſs than four years, I flatter myſelf I ſhall 


be juſtified in their opinions; as it is my fixed intention, in whatever 
matter I may undertake, to be particularly careful not to engage myſelf
